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SUMMARY 


Jelgava  Supply  Depot  Northeast  is  located 

2 kilometers  (km)  northeast  of  Jelgava  (Figure 
1).  .Jelgava  Airfield  is  4 kin  northwest  of  this 
installation. 

The  depot  covers  approximately  40  acres 
and  contains  43  buildings  including  3 adminis- 
tration, 19  barracks,  13  support,  5 storage,  and 

3 dependents  housing.  The  area  also  contains 


15  vertical  POL  tanks  and  2 athletic  fields 
(Figures  2 and  3). 

One  TALENT  mission  of  July  1956  and 
KEYHOLE  missions  of  July  and  October  1964 
covered  this  area.  Comparative  analysis  reveals 
no  change  in  the  physical  facilities  or  in  the  level 
of  usage  since  1956. 


DESCRIP  TION  OF  INSTALLATION 


Rail  road  Serv  ice 

The  Jelgava  main  rail  line  passes  100  meters 
south  of  the  installation. 

Road  Service 

The  Installation  is  served  by  city  streets. 

Aire  raft  Landing  Strip 

Jelgava  Airfield  is  4 km  northwest  of  Jelgava 
Supply  Depot  Northeast. 

Administration  and  Troop  Housing  Areas 

Area  D1  contains  1 multistory  administration 
building. 

Area  D2  contains  2 multistory  adminis- 
tration buildings,  6 multistory  barracks,  13 
single-story  barracks,  7 support  buildings,  2 


storage  buildings,  and  3 dependents  housing 
buildings. 

General  Storage  Areas 

Area  El  contains  2 storage  buildings  and 
an  open  storage  area. 

Area  E2  contains  1 storage  building,  6 
support  buildings,  and  an  open  storage  area. 

POL  Storage  Area 

Area  G contains  7 vertical  POL  tanks 
45  feet  in  diameter  and  8 vertical  POL  tanks 
25  feet  in  diameter. 

Athletic  Fields 

Areas  K1  and  K2  are  athletic  fields. 
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
